1 . This Office action is response to Applicants' RCE filed on 01/22/2007 (with 
amendment filed on 11/24/2006). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Claim 47: 

The first line of claim 47, "The computer apparatus of claim 46," should replace 
with "The computer apparatus of claim 42," 

3. Claims 1 6, 1 8-25, 27, 29-36, 42, 45, 47-48 and 51 -54 are allowed. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 16, 18-25, 27, 29-36, 42, 
45 f 47-48 and 51-54 are allowed in light of the applicants' argument and in light of the 
prior arts of made record. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The claimed invention is directed to a method, apparatus and memory media for 
using a computer to execute the process output data of an industrial process comprising 
operating with an activity framing program in response to input data entered by a user to 
define a data structure, which defines one or more activities that frame with a plurality of 
activities and events. Each activity and each event has one or more attributes and each 
attribute has a value and at least one of the attributes defines an interval of the activity 
by start and end times. 

The closest prior arts, US, Patent No. 6,625,567 issued to McMahan teaches 
using an apparatus to tracking the event by recording the time series or time tagged 
data for a state machines and retrieving the event data. And Pub. No.: US 
2003/0014400 of Siegel teaches each event including of a plurality of activities and 
identifying activity. 

In combination, McMahan and Siegel fail to teach "wherein said first attribute 
of said first activity has an attribute value that is linked to said first event, and wherein 
said request additionally identifies said attribute value, wherein said first attribute 
identifies an item used in said process and said attribute value identifies a device that is 
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associated with said item and that is linked to said first event, wherein said framing 
program uses said data structure to store said output data in said database based on 
said activities, events and attributes" 

These distinct features, in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependents 
and independent claims render claims 16, 18-25, 27, 29-36, 42, 45, 47-48 and 51-54 
them allowable.
